WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Just how it was done seems 
incomprehensible, but without a 
shadow of deubt Collis P. Huntington 
and his Espee lobbyists here in Wash- 
ington were responsible for. getting 
Representative Waters of Los Angeles 
off the River and Harbor Committee, 
and for that matter off other important 
committees. It all seems incompre- 
hensible, because no one can under- 
stand how any Huntington representa- 


with his influence against Waters. It 
could not have been done had Speaker 
Henderson known what was going on; 
that much is absolutely certain, for 
his rugged honesty would bar any such 
performance, but Huntington’s ways 
are past finding out, and his influences 
here in Washington are.so potent and 
far-reaching no official knows or can 
know when Huntington is influencing 
him or when he is not. : 
Anyway, Mr. Waters, in the make-up 
of the House committees, which were 
announced tuijay, does nut get his place 
on the Rivers and Harbor Committee. 
Several days ago it was known that 
he would not get it. The fact is that 
nearly a week ago Mr. Waters himself 
.became convineed that he was defeated, 
and that the Pacific Coast would be 
represented upon the committee by 
Representative Tongue of Oregon, who 
ostensibly was backed by the Union 
Pacific Railroad crowd. At about that 
same time the story was circulated 
here that the Union Pacific was fight- 
ing for Tongue’s appointment and that 
the Southern Pacific wanted Waters. 
That story got into Newspaper Row by 
some mysterious process and some 
newspapers printed it, but develop- 
ments at about that time showed it 
was only a blind. The Times corre- 
spondent was asked to print the story, 
but refused, as he could not believe 
that Collis P. Huntington had all of a 
sudden decided to make a fight for 


ready to work unceasingly for 
Pedro Harbor. 

Mr. Waters, so far as known here, 
has no quarrel with the Southern Pa- 
cific or with Huntington. He may or 
may not be upon very good:terms with 
both, but he is for San Pedro, and that 
was sufficient to cast suspicion on 
the report that Huntington was putting 
in any work to get him a place upon 
the Rivers’ and Harbors’ Committee. 
When Mr. Waters discovered that he 
had been defeated for the place he 
most desired and in which he could 
be of the greatest value to his people 
in Southern California, he made no 
effort to get a place upon any im- 
portant committee. But there is this 
satisfaction to be derived from the. 
fact: Mr. Waters will be entirely free to 
watch closely every move made by 
San Pedro’s énemies and will have the 
necessary time in which either, to 
thwart the plans directed at that har- 
bor and Wilmington Harbor, or to make 
considerable bother for. persons origi- 
nating and attempting to carry out 
these plans. 


Mr. Waters does get an appointment 
on the Committee on Weights and 
Measures and upon Expenditures in 
the Navy Department. He might 
easily have gotten more important as- 
signments had he made a fight for 
them, but he devoted his time early in 
the session to working for a place on 
the Rivers and Harbors Committee, 
and being defeated in that aspiration, 
simply took what was offered him, de- 
termining then and there to devote jis 
energies in a somewhat different direc- 
tion in the effort to benefit nis district. 
Taking California as a whole, it fares 
remarkably well in the make-up of 
committees. Perhaps Representative 
Loud fares better than the others, get- 
ting his old place as chairman of the 
Committee on Postoffices and Post 
Roads. Mr. Needham, from Southern 
California, gets a place on the Com- 
mittees on Public Lands and Claims. 
He wanted a place on the Indian Af- 
fairs Committee, but failed in his aspi- 
ration. Mr. Barham ig on the Com- 
mittee on Commerce, where he will be 
useful in ‘bothering the Nicaragua 
Janal opponents. Metcalf, from WVak- 
land, is placed upon the Committee on 
Naval Affairs, and on ‘civil service, two 
aighly important committees. Kahn, 
who is well posted on irrigation, is 
placed on that committee, and also on 
the Committee on Expenditures in the 
Navy Department. Mr. De Vries, the

DAY IN CONGRESS. 

{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—What the 
Senate may accomplish in the way of 
legislation for the Philippines during 
the present session is problematical, 
but that the question will be thor- 
oughly discussed is indicated by the 
number of resolutions bearing upon it 
being introduced. In opposition of the 
retention by the United States of the 
Philippines, two resolutions were intro- 
duced today, one by Mr. Tillman of 
South Carolina and the other by Mr. 
Bacon of Georgia. 
purposes to yield the islands to a gov- 
ernment to be established by the Fili- 
pinos themselves. 

Mr. Morgan of Alabama addressed 
the Senate briefly upon the necessity of 
legislation to control trusts, and had 
his joint resolution again referred to 
the Judiciary Committee. 

The Currency Bill, which was de- 
bated all last week, was passed today 
by the House by a vote of 190 to 150. It 
has the united support of every Re- 
publican in the House and of eleven 
Democrats, Messrs, Clayton, Driggs, 
Fitzgerald, Levy, Ruppert, Scudder, 
Underhill and Wilson of New York, 
Mr. McAleer of Pennsylvania, Denny 
of Maryland and Thayer of Massachu- 
setts. All the other Democrats voted 
against the measure, or weére paired 
against it, except John Walter Smith, 
Governor-elect from Maryland. Mr. 
Stallings of Alabama and Gen. Josepu 
Wheeler of Alabama. Mr. Stallings 
has not been present in the House this 
session, owing to illness, and one of his 
colleagues announced that, if present, 
he would have voted in the negative. 
Gen. Wheeler is serving in the Philip- 
pines. When the Speaker announced 
the result the Republicans cheered 

After the vote the Speaker rather un- 
expectedly announced the committee 
selections, and the reading of lists was 


followed with intense eagerness by the 


members. whose opportunities for dis- 
tinction depend so largely upon their 
committee assignments. The only in- 
cident in connection with the reading of 
the lists was Mr. Bailey's interrogatory 
of the Speaker as to whether Gen. 
Wheeler’s name had been placed upon 
the Committee on Ways and Means. 
Speaker Henderson responded in the 
ive.

FIFTY-SIXTH CONGRESS. 


(REGULAR SESSION.) 
[A. P. DAY REPORT.! 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—SENATE. 
—Bishop John F. Hurst of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church pronounced the 
invocation at the opening of the Sen- 
ate’s session today. 

President pro tem. Frye presented a 
memorial elaborately bound and en- 
grossed by the citizens of Hawaii, 
adopted at a meeting in Honolulu July 
*4 last. The memorial recited that much 
uncertainty existed owing to the failure 
of Congress to provide a fo f guov- 
ernment for the Hawalian Islands, and 
asking that the Territorial laws of 
the United States be extended to Ha- 
waii. The memorial was referred to 
the Committee on Pacific Islands and 
Porto Rico. 

Mr. Mason’ of Illinois presented 
numerous petitions expressing sym- 


lics in their War with Great Britafh. 

' Mr. Tillman of South Carolina of- 
fered a resolution declaring that un- 
der the Constitution the Federal gov- 
ernment has no power to rule vver 
colonial independencies, and maintain- 
ing further that ‘‘we are opposed to 
the retention of the Philippine Islands 
by the United States and that it is 
our purpose to consent to the inde- 
pendence of the Filipinos as soon as a 
stable government shall be established 
by them, and to the prompt establish- 
ment of such a government we will 
lend our friendly assistance.” 

Mr. Tillman asked that the resolu- 
tion lie on the table, as he desired to 
address the Senate on it. 

Mr. Thurston of Nebraska presented 
‘he credentials of his recently-ap- 

‘nted colleague, former Senator W. 
*. Allen, and they were read. 

Gov. Poynter’s commission hames 
Mr. Allen as Senator until his successor 
shall be elected and has qualified. To 
this Mr. Chandler of New Hampshire 
took exception, pointing out that Mr. 
Allen could hold his seat only until 
the Legislature should meet. 

“Of course,” said Mr. Chandler, ‘‘that 
part of the credentials must be re- 
garded as void.” 

Mr. Morgan of Alabama called up his 
resolution 
between corporations to control inter- 
state commerce and transprtation.” 

Mr. Morgan spoke briefly, his argu- 
ment being directed particularly to the 
members of the Committee on Judici- 
ary to which, at the conclusion of his 
speech, his resolution was referred. 

A bill to restore to their original 
status officers of the navy and marine 
corps losing numbers by reason of the 
advancement of other officers for ex- 
ceptional and meritorious service dur- 
ing the war with Spain, was passed. 

After an executive session the senate 
adopted a House resolution appointing 
a committee to attend the reception and 
unveiling of the statue of Daniel Web- 
ster in this city on January 18, 1900. 

HOUSE—Almost every seat was occu- 
pied when the House convened today. 
The vote on the Currency Bill, which 
was to be taken immediately after the 
reading of the journal, was responsible 
for the full attendance. Neither a mo- 
tion to recommit nor a motion to sub- 
stitute was in order under the rules. 
The bill was read a third time, and 
placed on its final passage.

Seven hundred and thirty- 
one Spanish prisoners arrived last 
evening; 500 more expected today; 1400 
leave for Spain this afternoon.’ 


SUPPORTED BY AUNTIES. 
TREASONABLE LETTERS FOUND. 
[A. DAY REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Manila says that 
among the numerous valuable records 
of the insurgent government which 
have been captured by the Americans 
it is said there are numerous letters 
trom the junta. These letters give the 
outlines of a plan which had been 
formed by the Filipinos before the tak- 
ing of Manila to secure arms and am- 
munition from the Americans with 
which to fight them after Manila had 
been captured. Other letters found in- 
dicate that Aguinaldo hes had the ac- 
tive moral support of prominent anti-

LONDON, Dec. 19.—{[Exclusive Dig- 
patch.] The War Office has taken ad- 
Vantage of the earliest opportunity for 
explaining that the appointment of 
Gen. Roberts as commander-in-chief is 
not intended as an indication of a lack 
of confidence in Buller. Apologies are - 
not needed, since the . crisis in South 
Africa is too serious for the considera- 
tion of personal disappointments. Bul- 
ler cannot conduct the campaign in 
Natal and retain direct supervision of 
operations in Cape Colony and the. 
western border. Forestier-Walker hag 
been acting as deputy, al- 
though his own department, that of 
communications, requires unremitting 
vigilance, and Warren cannot repre- 
sent him temporarily, but Roberts, the 
best soldier in the army, is needed as 
commander-in-chief, with Kitchener,’ 
the best organizer, at his right hand . 
as chief of staff, and the ministers have 
put the two best men where they ought 
to be. . 

The action of the governmedst meets 
with universal approval. Buller has 
warm friends who assert that he ought 
not to have been set aside on account 
ef. Col. Long’s blunder in taking the 
guns too near the river; but there are 
two facts which they choose to over- 
look. One is the repulse of Buller’s 
army with heavy losses at 'a critical 
stage of the campaign; the other is a 
complete paralysis of the army corps 
which was expected to march to Bloem- 
fontein and Pretoria, but is now scat- 
tered over South Africa, and has fatled 
to accomplish any definite purpose. 

There is a general impression that the 
War Office has been conducted in the 
interest of what is Known as the Wol- 
seley gang, and that it needed a good 
shaking up. Certainly the selection of 
Wolseley’s rival, Roberts, the best of 
all Indian fighters, is a rebuke to the 
headquarters’ favorites, who have been 
managing the campaign and making 
serious mistakes. Sir Joseph Ardagh, 
head of the Intelligence Department, 
may have furnished an accurate list of 
Boer artillery available for war, but 
the staff in that case had acted 
strangely, sending inferior guns to the 
seat of war, when there were howitzer 
batteries within reach of shipment. 
The army corps and all details of the 
transports on shore may have been 
well managed, but it remains true 
that the staff did not adapt itself to 
the precise requirements of the cam- 
paign with mounted infantry, remark- 
able for mobility, and that the cavalry 
arm was negiected. The new pro- 
gramme of the War Office calls for 
long-range artillery and an unusually 
large proportion of mounted troops. 

The shaking-up process has already 
been useful. It is n@®t necessary for 
Wolseley’s indiscreet friends to ex- 
plain under their breath that the Queen 
has been suspicious of him since his 
refusal to go to Canada as Viceroy, 
and that Roberts has been sent to Cape 
Town in order to provide the Duke of 
Connaught with a high command in 
Ireland. The best soldier is needed for 
an emergency of supreme importance, 
and the Queen's ministers have sum- 
moned him, heart-broken though he is. 
from the loss of an only son. The min- 
istry also required a vigorous shaking

Old Tortes are always railing at 
Chamberlain, but, unlike what is go- 
ing on in Africa, it is a sham fight.

The Daily, Mail's correspondent de- 
ecribes the excellent practice of the 
British batteries after dawn, and the 
heavy fire which the infantry drew 
from an enemy concealed and _ shel- 
tered by broken ridges, and naively 
adds that Buller’s army retired after 
eight hours of fighting, the Fourteenth 
field battery being nearly demolished 
and left behind on the field. Some of 
the early accounts read as though the 
eensor had revised them with the help 
of a howitzer battery. 

Military men say that Col. Long, who 


threw away the batteries at Colenso 
by. neglecting to send forward scouts, 
did the same thing at the Aldershot 
maneuvers in 1898. and repri- 


manded for it either by Buller or the 
Duke of Connaught. If that be true, 
Ruller ought to have been on his guard 
against such reckless tactics. 

A fresh break in the cable has inter- 
rupted current war news in the last 
twenty-four hours. The revised list of 
the Magersfontein losses has increased 
the number ef killed by fifty-one and 
the number of prisoners by forty-five. 
The Dutch have guarded against ‘the 
second use of an armored train by 
blowing up railway culverts north of 
Modder River. Their position is de- 
scribed by the Standard correspondent 
as marvelously strong. 

Correspondent George Lynch is held 
at Pretoria on the charge of being a 
spy. Silence has fallen like a veil over 
Buller’s camp. The battalions of the 
Fifth Division are steadily arriving at 
Cape Town. The best news comes from 
England and Scotland, where militia 
battalions and volunteers are enlisting 
for the war with patriotic fervor. 


CONFIDENT OF ROBERTS. 
MUST SAVE THE EMPIRE. 
{A. P. DAY REPORT.] 

LONDON, Dec. 18.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] ‘“‘Bobs,’’ as Lord Roberts of Kan- 
dahar is familiarly known, is a name to 
conjure with in Great Britain, and 
that Lord Roberts and Lord Kitchener 
are considered the right men to re- 
trieve the disastrous situation in South 
Africa is amply. evidenced by the more 
cheery tone of all the war discussion 
this morning. In spite of the attempts 
of the authorities to gloss over the

The friends of Gen. Buller see in the 
headlong plunge of the Cabinet a sus- 
picious panic and they picture hasty 
coenclaves and the ministers with 
blanched faces, telegraphing to Rob- 
erts and Kitchener to come and save 
the empire. 

While perhaps these are overdrawn, 
there is no denying that the prodi- 
gious exertion which the government 
considers necessary to crush the two 
little republics show that even sedate 
Lord Salisbury sees the extreme grav- 
ity of the present aspect of affairs. 
Probably the ministers remember the 
peril which the public seems to have 
forgotten, of a possible rising of the 
Kaffirs. Indeed, unpleasant rumors 
are already current in this direction, 
which would be infinitely more seri- 
ous than a rebellion of the Dutch.

FORMER TUGELA BATTLE.

LONDON, Dec. 19.—The_ corre- 
spondent of the Daily Mail, telegraph- 
ing from Frere Camp, Natal, Decem- 
ber 15, and describing the Tugela 
River battle, says: 

“The Boers in great force occupied 
a strong intrenched position, com- 
mmanding the river, and reaching back 
about eight hundred yards, from its 
further side. Gen. Hart’s brigade on 
the left first attempted a crossing un- 
der a murderous Nordenfeldt and 
rifle fire. The Royal Dublin Fusileers, 
the Royal Inneskillen Fusileers, the 
King’s Own Scottish Borderers, and 
the Connaught Rangers, crossed: with 
superb unflinching gallantry, but the 
position on the other side was found 
utterly untenable. 

“The British suffered heavily from-a 
perfect hail of artillery and shrapnel, 
while their own artillery was very 
bagily mauled. They were therefore 
obliged to re-cross the river. 

“On the right. Gen. Hildyard's 
brigade displayed equal heroism, suc- 
ceeding in entering the village of 
Colenso, but the Sixth Battery en- 


Pcountered a murderous fire, and was 


compelled to retire, leaving guns and 
ammunition wagons on the veldt. This 
brigade also was obliged to fall back. 
“Meanwhile Gen. Barton's brigade 
also failed to take possession of 
Hlanwel Hill, as was intended, aad’ 
the entire force retired on Chieveley. 
Gen. Clery was in command.” 
TWO GUIDES SHOT.

NEITHER IS IT CHEERING.

LONDON, Dec. 18.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.} On no day since the war be- 
‘gan has there been such a dearth of 
news from the seat of war as today. 
With the exception of a brief press 
dispatch from Frere there are no de- 
tails of Buller's disastrous action.

The latest news from Modder River 
is dated December 16. Methuen’s po- 
sition was then unchanged. The Brit- 
ish were constructing a number of re- 
doubts for the protection of the camp. 

The Boers could be seen improving 
their trenches. The. report that the 
British were shelled out of Vaalkopf 
by the Boers Friday, and that they had 
returned to Arundel is all the news in 
reference to De Aar, where Gatacre 
and French are operating. Interest 
accordingly centers in Great Britain’s 
preparations to retrieve her position. 

There is important sighificance in the 
appointments of Roberts and Kitch- 
ener. The former is the idol of the 
army. He, more than any man, will 
be able to restore the highest morale. 
Kitchener is personally unpopular with 
the troops, but his great ability as an 
organizer and commander is unques- 
tioned. To him undoubtedly will fall 
the chief work of preparing and exe- 
cuting the fresh campaign. It has 
been wisely decided to attach a large 
force of irregular sharpshooters to each 
division now in the field, in order to 
offset the Boers’ methods. Most of 
these men will be picked volunteers 
from England and the colonies. 

In regard to the war finances, Great 
Britain’s position is amazingly strong. 
Careful examination was made at the 
beginning of the war, with the result 
that it was estimated that the coun- 
try could spend $250,000,000, if neces- 
sary, without increasing the present 
rates of taxation or adding to the na- 
tional debt. The sinking fund will 
furnish the bulk of the money. This 
does not mean that no increased tax 
will be levied. The public fully ex- 
pects a sharp advance in the income 
tax, and it is not likely that Parlia- 
ment will disappoint ‘them.

UNITED STATES NEUTRALITY. 


WILL NOT LEND INTERVENTION, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] It is belleved ‘here that 
none of the European powers will at- 
tempt to interfere between Great 
Britain and the South African Repub- 
lic, with a view to putting an end to 
the war, wntil the attitude of the 


United States toward such a course is 


ascertained. It is also said that there 
will probably be no intervention of the 
powers unless this government assents 
to it. The policy of the United States 
has been determined, and there is no 
intention of receding from it. This 
government will not become a party to 
intervention. If, however, both Great 
Britain and the Transvaal should for- 
mally request the United States gov- 
ernment to tender its good: offices to 
bring about a settlement of their dif- 
ficulties it would cheerfully comply. 
This government is preserving an 
attitude of strict neutrality in. the 
struggle, and while drawn into closer 
relations with Great. Britain by be- 
coming a representative of British in- 


terests in the Transvaal for the period | 


of the war, the friendly official rela- 
tions of the United States and the 
South African Republic have not 
changed. The only present chance of

in the attitude of the Boers toward the 
United -States Consul at Pretoria in 
connection with: his efforts, made at 
the request of the British government, 
to ameliorate the condition of Eng- 
lish prisoners among the Boers by

VOLUNTEERS COMING FORWARD.

It is more than probable 
the governmént will send 500 troops to 
Cape Nome and Beach Diggings along 
the coast of Bering Sea to preserve or- 
der during the coming summer.

J. R. Bowen, the Minnesota \tender- 
foot who achieved notoriety almost im- 
mediately after arriving in Los An- 
Seles by being buncoed out of $1015 by 
the Poker Davis gang, seems to think 
he paid dearly enough for his experi- 
ence by the loss of the $115 which the 
BWindlers were allowed to retain when 
the police persuaded them to disgorge. 
Bowen objected especially to yielding 
up $100 for legal services in the matter, 
Consequently Attorney 8S. P. Mulford’s 
demand for that amount remains un- 
tisfied. Bowen was willing to re- 
ward the police detectives who con- 
ducted the negotiations with Poker 
Davis et al., and he is represented as 
Saying that he did give them $10 each 
for their trouble, but the detectives em- 
phatically deny that they accepted any 
inoney from him whatever.

as little short of attempted extortion. 
At least they have expressed them- 
selves as amazed that Mr. Mulford

money. One of the detective staff, in 
commenting on the matter said last 
night: ‘‘There are worse bunco men 
in tpwn than the Poker Davis gang.” 
He ¢id not add that they were to be 
found in the legal profession, but that 
was evidently what was meant. 

Mr. Mulford, of.the law firm of Mul- 
ford & Pollard, does not deny that he 
asked a fee of $100 for services ren- 
dered to Bowen in the case, and he does 
‘not deeni the demand exorbitant. or un- 
warranted in the least. Mr. Mulford 
Says the charge was not made merely 
for walking from his office to the P lice 
Station with Bowen to introduce him 
to the detectives, as has been repre- 
sented. Aecording to the attorney's 
statement, Bowen, whom he had never 
seen or heard of before, called at his 
office on the day he was robbed, Mon- 
day, December 11, for professional ad- 
vice as to how he might recover his 
money.

When Attorney Mulford heard of the 
success of the bluff to make the bunco 
men disgorge, he sent for Bowen and 
demanded his fee. Bowen thought 


$100 too high, and said he would first 


have to consult his mother. Upon 
leaving the office, he met a police de- 
tective and told him that Attorney 
Mulford wanted $100 for his services, 
The detective told him he was a big- 
ger sucker than he took him to be if 
he paid it. The result was that Bowen 
returned to the lawyer's office and 
tendered him $5, which was rejected, 
Mulford & Pollard then took steps to 
attach Bowen's bank account, so they 
could collect their fee, but when they 
came to investigate they found that 
he had withdrawn the money from 
the bank in which it was first depos- 
ited. The lawyers do not think they 
have been treated fairly in the matter, 
but will probably take no further steps 
to collect from Bowen. 

The police records show a receipt in 
full from Bowen for the ‘$900 recov ered 
from the Poker Davis bunco gang. 
The alleged statement of Bowen that 
he gave the detectives $10 apiece for 
their services is pronounced false by 
the officers. They say he offered to 
pay whatever was due them, but was 
told that the city vaid for the service. 
Therefore, according to this statement, 
Bowen is out of pocket-up to date, just

In November of 1800 Chief Justice ' 
President Adams | 
offered the place to John Jay, who de- | 
clined it: then he appointed Secretary | 
Marshal!, who was unanimously con- | 
firmed. Marshall was now 45 years | 
old, and till now had never held a. 
judicial appointment. The task con- | 
fronting him was a most difficult one. | 
There were no precedents, and he 
could receive but little assistance from 
books. but with a profound mind, a 
patient and untiring industry and that 
strong cornmmon sense which is ever | 
the basis of greutness, he laid the 
foundation and reared “a vast edifice | 
by wholly new rules. under entirely 
novel exigencies and for ends and pur- | 
poses never before sought.” From 
the first he was not only the nominal | 
but the real head of the court. He /| 
himself pronounced the most impor- | 
tant decisions of the court. His de- | 
cisions are found in some, thirty vol- 
umes of the reports. and these are his 
monuments. They are characterized 
by clearness of thought and soundness 
of. logic: they are, too. the standard 
authority on all constitutional ques- 
tions they treat. 

After Marshall went on the bench. 
the incidents of his life of public im- | 
portance are few. In 1807, with Judge 
Cyrus Griffin, he presided at the 
great state trial of Aaron Burr.

The 
important chairmanships are those of 
Mr. Brossius of Pennsylvania, chair- 
man on Banking and Currency; Mr. 
Grosvenor of Ohio, Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries; Mr. Southard of Ohto, 
Coinage, and Mr. Cooper of Wisconsin, 
the newly-formed Committee on insu- 
lar Affairs. 

The new members of the Ways and 
Means Committee are McCall and 
Long, Republicans; Newlands, Silver- 
ite, and Cooper, Democrat. The Com- 
mittees on Appropriations and Foreign 
Affairs also get a considerable amount 
of new blood. The Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs has the largest new mem- 
bership, six Republicans and three 
Democrats.

EFFICIENT MILITIA 
OUR GREATEST NEED IN WAR. 


GEN. BRECKINRIDGE’S REPORT ON 
NATIONAL DEFENSE. 


Inspector-General Points Out the 

Weak Places in Our Army System 

and Makes Numerous Recommenda- 

tions—Instruction in Maneuvering 
and Mobilization Much Needed. 


— 


{[A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Dec. 18—A special to 
the Tribune from Washington says 
that Inspector-General Breckinridge in 
his annual report, says: 

“It has been sufficiently demon- 
strated historically, without need . of 
argument, how easy and effective is 
the proper training and maintenance 
of an efficient militia as the hope and 
support of the nation when. called to 
arms and to protect the individual cit- 
izen from unnecessary suffering when 
rallying to the colors for the national 
defense. During the last fiscal year 
we have been expending over $750,000 
a day; but this peace practice, essen- 
tial for proper national defense and 
for the proper training of a well-cared- 
for and well-armed militia, costs only 
about $1,000,000 a year, hardly itwo 
days’ expense, even on a peace basis, 
and would not add 5 per cent. to the 
annual military appropriations, and 
would actually save large sums in the 
long run. But if our people prefer to 
conduct war upon the recognized prin- 
ciple of main strength and awkward- 
hess, though they are so proverbially 
acute and energetic in it and every- 
thing else when their attention is at- 
tracted to war, the incidental dissatis- 
faction and suffering in the early 
Stages of war will, perhaps, continue 
to recur; such as shoddy clothing and 
its other features, well known to ev- 
ery soldier of the civil war, though 
less pronounced, of course, when only 
290,000 instead of 1,000,000 of untrained 
men are suddenly called to the col- 
ors. 

“Practically we have practiced our 
mobilization with 250,000 men instead 
of with 50,000, as they do in Europe, 
and much-needed and instructive mili- 
tary maneuvers have been largely 
omitted. We have generally had only 
camps and transportation and reviews 
of any large masses of men in this 
country were lacking, except at Camp 
George and Thomas, where a separate 
army was repeatedly reviewed, and a 
corps of infantry was practiced in bat- 
tle problems, though the artillery and 
cavalry hardly got into full participa- 
tion frequently. It may be only just 
to invite attention, as a commendable 
work, to show 
how admirably prepared.-and 
ranged the various military exercises 
were there, especially when in large 
masses of men. 

“Such generals commanding divisions 
as Wilson, Frank, Poland, Sanger, 
McKee and Grant, and such staff offi- 
cers at that army’s héadquarters as 
Baldwin, Foote, Cecil, Wheeler and 
Dickman, made things talk. The bri- 
gade commanders and other staff offi- 
cers equally deserve individual men- 
tion. And throughout the whole as- 
sembled body of troops were found ex- 
perienced and noticeably able and ac- 
complished general line and staff offi- 
cers, as well as of the scientific and 
supply corps, as in the maim organiza- 
tions. Neither troops nor commanders 
are apt to wholly forget its lessons and 
the skill, the enthusiasm and ensem- 
ble displayed seem remarkable, and 
the nation in any future exigency may 
find reward in the qualities and expe- 
riences here acquired and displayed as 
a& preparatory training for war. . The 
positive difference between a _ soldier 
and a ‘citizen is that the former 1s 
accustomed to act amid masses, and 
so has learned how to carry food, arms, 
shelter and water, and reach the foe 
and knows that walking about and 
marching in mass makes a different 
strain upon individual resolution and 
endurance. 

“It is evident that an’ army to be of 
the utmost efficiency, must be able to 
maneuver and fight, and adapt itself 
readily to the enforced or adverse con- 
ditions of life in the ficld. Ignorance 
of such matters very frequently means 
unnecessary sacrifice of life and undue 


suffering, and ultimately enormous ex- |. 


penditures for pensions in subsequent 
years. Wars come swiftly, and there 
is little or no time for preparation after 
they have been declared. These mat- 
ters have been repeatedly mentioned in 
my former annual reports. Occasion- 
ally we have had some tentative ex- 
periments and the Chilocco and Camp 
Crook in Arizona in 1887 and 18838, 
after the Geronimo campaign, but sys- 


tematic, progressive instruction under 


campaign conditions has never been 
inaugurated. The encampments held 
annually by some of the State boards 
have, perhaps, been very instructive, 
so far as guard duty, patrols, out- 
posts, minor tactics and similar mat- 
ters are concerned, but frequently they 
seem to have assumed the character of 
an outing party, with its hired cooks 
and paraphernalia of comfort, rather 
than that of a common intent upon 
Srapernng for the hardships in the 
eld, 


“A decade has passed since I first 
endeavored to draw attention to the 
desirability of establishing a system of 
apprentice battalions in connection 
with the army, such as has been in 
practical and successful operation in 
the navy for many years. If a certain. 
number of apprentices were designated 
by each Representative, we would be 
sure of getting youths above the aver- 
age mental, moral and physical ca- 
pacity, and absolutely Americanize our 
army. and their influence on the rank 
and file certainly would elevate its mil- 
itary tone. The requirements of the 
army, with its modern tactics and ap- 
pliances, are exacting, and a fair de- 
gree of education and_ technical 
knowledge is presupposed for all sub- 
ordinate positions. We need just such 
trained young men as proposed for the 
non-commissioned officers, whether 
line or staff, and they also could, and 
doubtless would win commissions. In- 
ducements are, therefore, not lacking 
to attract boys of good character. 

“It is earnestly recommended that 
steps be taken for the establishment of 
an apprentice battalion for each arm of 
the service, and, if it meet your ap- 
proval. I would suggest a board of of- 
ficers be appointed to arrange prelim- 
inary details. An act of Congress is 
really not neeessary for the organiza- 
tion of such battalions. The enlistment 
of minors is already authorized by law. 
and their assembling at designated 
posts for purposes of instruction is a 
matter of administration. The mein 
idea is to get the plan started and per- 
fect it afterward as may appear most 
practicable and feasible. A trjal will 
cost little or nothing, and the plan, 
once started, is bound to grow in pcp- 
ularity, and prove of as great benefit 
to the army as to the county, and to 
the young men themselves. The navy 
has illustrated both the method nec- 
essary, and the benefits secured with 
naval apprentices, and to ignore such 
an excellent system is simply to cling 
to inferiority.”

An ordinance of intention was passed 
to construct a cement sidewalk eight 
feet wide along the east side of San 
Pedro street from Seventh to Ninth 
street. 

In the matter of the improvement 6f 
Fifty-first street between Central and 
McKinley avenues, the City Engincer 
reported that the total frontage on the 
Street Was 2571.96 feet, of which 1286 
feet was netessary for a majority: that 
the protest against the improvement 
represented a frontage of 1667 feet. 
The matter was referred to the Board 
of Public Works: 

A protest against sidewalking the 
east side of Gladys avenue between 
Seventh and Ninth streets was referred 
to the Board of Public Works. The 
street is very narrow between these 
two blocks, being but thirty feet wide. 
It is alleged that the original inten- 
tion was to lay out a sixty-foot street 
between two tracts of land. When the 
subdividing was done, thirty feet was 
given by the owner of one tract, but 
Frank Sabichi, who owned the land on 
the opposite side of the street, did not 
choose to comply with the original ar- 
rangement. Sabichi denies that he 
ever agreed to give thirty feet for the 
street. The protestants! now assert 
that great damage will be done if per- 
mission is granted to lay a sidewalk 
as the width of the street will be still 
further reduced. 

On motion of Councilman Pierce, the 
Street Superintendent was di#cted to 
report to the Council the best method 
of surfacing streets. 

The City Engineer yesterday pre- 
sented a new cross-section for Ala- 
meda street from Aliso street south. It 
was adopted by the Council. The 
charge was made to facilitate the dis- 
position of storm water. 

The City Clerk was instructed to 
advertise for sale the steam street 
roller belonging to the city. 


SECOND-STREET GRADE. 

IT WAS NEVER ESTABLISHED. 

At the afternoon Council session yes- 
terday the fact was brought to light 
that the grade of Second street between 
Spring and Broadway has never been 
officially established. Those who have 
attempted to ride across, over or on the 
Southern Pacific’s elevated railway on 
this block will doubtless*be anxious 
to know what the grade'of the street: 
really is. When the Consolidated Rail- 
way Company, which is another term 
for the Southern Pacific, was putting 
in the tracks along Second street be- 
twéen Spring and Broadway, it was 
stoutly maintained that the rails were 
being put on official grade. Now it 
transpires that the engineers of the 


company were given the grade at 
Spring street and at Broadway, and 


éstablished the lines for the rest of 
the way to suit themselves. 

The records show that in 1899 the 
grade of the north half of the street 
was established. For some unknown 
reason the grade of the south half of 
the street, now about a foot below the 
street-car tracks, was never put on 
record. The Council passed an ordi- 
nance of intention yesterday to estab- 
lish the grade of this portiow of Sec- 
ond street. Councilman Vetter, in 
whose ward @he block is, promptly put 
in a motion to have the City Engineer 
present ordinances of intention to es- 
tablish the grade of all streets where 
the grade has not already been estab- 
lished by ordinance, in the dfstrict 


bounded by and including First, Fifth, 


Main and Spring. The motion carried. 

It is not thought that the street-car 
rails will be found incorrectly laid, but 
the city has no assurance that such 
is not the case. City Engineer Olm- 
sted said yesterday that the company 
had been given the official grade at 
Spring and Broadway, and that he did 
not believe that any mistake had heen 
made in laying the short length of 
track. 


DANGEROUS BRIDGES. 

TWO THAT NEED REPAIRS. 
The Bridge Committee of the Coun- 
cil yesterday reported’ that the bridge 
over the Arroyo de Los Posos on Macy 
street was beyond redemption, and 
should be replaced with a new struc- 
ture.

The 
alroyo crosses Macy street about a half 
mile east of the river, A short time 
ago the committee was instructed to 
have the bridge repaired. Upon inves- 
tigation it was found that the timbers 
were rotten and the bridge liable to 
collapse if a heavy load was placed on 
it. It was estimated that it would 
cost $700 to repair the structure, while 
a new one could be built for $2200 or 
less. 

The Engineer was also instructed to 
report onthe cost and best method of 
repairing the Macy-street bridge across 
the river, and the cost of a new bridge. 
Nearly a year ago the Pasadena and 
Pacific Railway Company called the at- 
tention of the Council to the fact that 
temporary shores had been placed un- 
der the bridge, formerly called the 
“covered bridge,” and that a freshet 
was liable to wash it out and damage 
their bridgé which crosses the river 
further down. 

The supports placed under the bridge, 
known in ‘engineering parlance as 
shores, were put in about twenty or 
thirty feet apart, although a city ordi- 
nance requires that they be at -least 
100 feet apart. In casé of high water in 
the river, it is feared sufficient debris 
would lodge against these béams to 
carry the underpinning.away. + 

Upon recommendation of the Bridge 
Committee. the Council accepted a 
deed from Edward A. Stone to the city 
of Los Angeles for certain land to be 
used as a right-of-way for the Los Fe- 
liz road bridge, and the City Clerk 
was instructed to put the same on 
record. <A similar deed from Edward 
A. Slone. conveying adjacent property 
to the Southern Facific Railway Com- 
pany, was received by the Council. It 
was referred to the Attorney with 
instructions to confer with the rail- 
way company and see if the reserva- 
tions made in favor of the city were 
satisfactory. The .attorney was in- 
structed to procure an abstract of title 
and to deliver the deed only in the 
event that the Southern Pacific buys 
five acres of land, located rnesr the 
right-of-way, which will be sold at auc- 
tion by the city December 29. The city 
pays Mr. Slone $1200 for his property 
and sells a portion of it to the railway. 
For convenience, the deed-.to this por- 
tion was made direct to the railway 
company.

CONTRACTS DEFAULTED. 
CITY GAINS, BONDSMEN LOSE. 
Cn November 21 S. McCray came be- 

fore the Council and asked to be ex- 
cused from the terms of the bids whjech 
he had made for the improvement work 
on Pico street between Pacific and 
Western avenues, and on Loomts street 
from Sixth street to a point 180 feet 
north of Orange street. In the first 
case he alleged that certain persons 
who were to supply him with money 
had not kept their agreement, and in 
the second that he had mistaken the 
plat on file in the Engineer’s office.

The lowest 
bid on Loomis” street was made by 
French & Reid, $528.27. There were four 
bids. and the highest offered to do the 
work for $551.69. The bid upon which 
the Council originally awarded the 
work to McCray was’ for $414.90. Pro-

The lowest bid on Pico street was 
made by E. H. Moore, $15,686.26. There 
were three bids, and George Rheins- 
child’s bid was the highest, the sum 
being $19,646.11.

ANNEXATION ELECTION VALID. 


UNIVERSITY AND GARVANZA ARE 
PARTS OF LOS ANGELES. 


Judge Trask Sustains the City’s De- 
murrer to the People’s Complaint in 
Quo Warranto Proceedings and Holds 
That the Irregularities, if Any, Were 
Insufficient to Invalidate Election. — 


Judge Trask is of the opinion that 
the annexation of .University and 
Garvanza to the city is legal. Yes- 
terday he handed down a ruling in 
Which he sustained the city’s demur- 
rer in the action brought by the Attor- 
ney-General of California on relation 
of J. W. Skelton against the city of 
Los Angeles to obtain judgment that 
the municipality is exercising author- 
ity over the newly-annexed territory 
without right. 

The bill of complaint alleged thar 
the proceedings taken to acquire the 
territory were so defective in specified 
particulars that the same must be de- 
clared invalid, necessitating a judg- 
ment declaring the illegality of an- 
nexation and the city’s lack of right 
to exercise government over the terri- 
tory in controversy.. ,* 

The suit is also of interest as involv- 
ing the legality of the school and wa- 
ter bonads, the electors of both Univer- 
sity and Garvanza participating in 
these elections. 

In demurring to the complaint the 
city took several grounds, although 
Judge Trask felt that the material in- 
quiry was whether or not the com- 
plaint alleged facts sufficient to au- 
thorize granting the judgment prayed 
for. The objections urged most stren- 
uously against the annexation pro- 
ceedings were that the petition for an- 
nexation of this territory filed with 
the City Council was not signed by 
at least one-fifth of the qualified voters 
of the municipal corporation, computed 
upon the number of votes cast at the 
last general municipal election held in 
the city; and that the Council did not 
properly and legally district the. mu-

CITY AND COUNTY INSTITUTES. 


TWO BODIES OF TEACHERS HOLD 
JOINT SESSIONS. e 


Addresses Delivered by the Presi- 
dents of the City and County Boards 
of Education—Section Work in the 
Afternoon—Teachers of Southern 
California to Convene Thursday. 


The Los Angeles City Teachers’ In- 
stitute and the Los Angeles County 
Teachers’ Institute opened yesterday 
for a three days’ session. The two 
bodies of educators have made ar- 
rangements to combine some of their 
meetings for the purpose of enabling 
all of the teachers to listen to some of 
the best addresses on education. 

The city teachers convened at 9 
o'clock in the High School auditorium, 
where a general session was held. 
Haydn's chorus, ‘Praise the Lord,” 
was followed by an invocation by the 
Rev. Hugh K. Walker.. Charles C. 
Davis, president of the Los Angeles 
Board of Education, made the opening 
address. He spoke at length on ad- 
justing school needs, and _ reviewed 
some of the improvements which ‘the 
Board of Education has been planning 
for the advancement of the school sys- 
‘tem and its methods in this city. 

President Davis's address was 
lowed by an interesting talk by Prof. 
Ewald Flugel of Stanford University. 
His subject was “Old English Christ- 
mas Carols."" The speaker read sev- 
eral English Christmas hymns that 
were sung centuries ago. After a few 
words by Superintendent Foshay the 
city teachers adjourned to Blanchard 
Hall on South Broadway, where the 
county teachers had been in session 
since 9 o’clock, and a joint session 
vas. held. 

Flundreds of county teachers were in 
attendance at the general session. J. H. 
Strine, County Superintendent of 
Schools, opened the meeting with a few 
remarks, outlining the policy of the 
County Board of Education with regard 
to the county schools, and mentioned 
‘priefly the things that are required of 
teachers. 

The two bodies of teachers filled 
Blanchard Hall, and many were obliged 
to stand throughout the meeting. The 
first number on the programme at the 
joint session was a witty address by 
Prof. Frederick Burk, president of the 
San Francisco State Normal. His sub- 
ject was “Nature Study from a Genetic 
Standpoint.’’ Mr. Burk said that he be- 
lieved thoroughly in nature study, an& 
as all civilization finds its root in man's 
relation to nature, so must education 
of the individual find its basis in the 
study of nature. . 

The morning exercises closed with a 
report on rural schools, read by Ed- 
ward T. Pierce, president of the Los 
Angeles State Normal. 

The afternoon was devoted to section 
work by both institutes... The High 
School section met in room 8 of the 
High School building. The programme 
opened with a report of the Committee 
on High School Legislation, read by 
Prof. W. H. Housh, principal of the 
Los Angeles High School. The com- 
mittee reported in favor of having the 
law changed so that the High School 
shall be supported by public money, 
as well as the grammar and primary 
@chools. The subject will be taken up

“Modern Languages and English’ was 
the sufect of an interesting address 
made by Prot. Ewald Fluge!.

Section one, first-grade teachers, met 
in the High School auditorium, Charles 
J. Rohde, teacher of calesthenics in 
the city schools, made the first speech. 
His subject was “Physical Culture.” 
He related some of his experiences as 
a teacher, and his talk was listened to 
with appreciative attention. ‘‘Nature 
Work”’ was the subject of the interest- 
ing address made by B. M. Davis, 
teacher in the State Normal School. 
Mr. Davis said that teachers should 
stimulate the child’s disposition to cul- 
tivate nature outside the school hours, 
and he mentioned several books of 
reference which would aid the teachers 
in this work. At the conclusion of 
Mr. Davis’s talk the teachers adjourned 
to room 22, and listened to a talk on 
‘‘Music’”’ by Miss Kathryn Stone. Her 
subject was illustrated by the B1 and 
Al classes of Miss Witman’s school 
on Seventh street. 

Miss Mary Louise Hutchinson, assist- 
ant teacher of drawing in the city 
schpols, gave an illustrated talk on 
her daily work before section two, sec- 
ond-gradg teachers, at 1:30 o’clock in 
room 19, and at @*#I0 o’clock she gave 
a talk on drawing before section one, 
after which the teachers met in room 
14, where they listened to an address 
on “Physical Culture” by Prof: C. J. 
Rohde. 

The talks given in the auditorium 
early in the afternoon by Miss Stone 
on “Music,” and Prof. C. J. Rohde on 
“Physical Culture” were repeated later 
in the afternoon before section three in 
room 22. 

“Drawing,”’ with blackboard illus- 
tration, was the subject of Mrs. C. P. 
Bradfield’s talk before section four in 
room 20. Miss Coan also made a few 
remarks on color,.and Miss Brigham 
of the High School and William L. 
Judson discussed the meaning of art. 

Mrs. Gertrude Parsons met sections 
three and four in room 30, and enter- 
tained them for half an hour with a 
bright talk on music. 

Section five, fifth and sixth-grade 
teachers, met in room 15. A. P. Chapin 
talked on ‘“‘Geography,”” and how to 
make it interesting to the children.

 MAGUIRE'S BOYCOTT. 


HOW A ONE-ARMED MAN TRIED 
TO RIGHT HIS WRONGS. 
John Maguire, ae fat, one-armed 
man, who has lived 
and vicinity for thirty years without 


getting into trouble, wound up in the | 


Police Court yesterday on the charge 
of disturbing the peaee. Justice Aus- 
tin found him guilty as charged, but 
owing to the peculiar circumstances of 
the case, allowed him to go on his 
own recognizance, to appear for sen- 
tence at 9:30 o’clock this’ morning. . 
Maguire’s story, which was told in 
a frank and straightforward way, 
was to the effect that some weeks ago 
he intrusted C. Higkson, a_ saloon- 
keeper on East First street, with $15 
for safekeeping. Hickson returned to 
him £10 in installments, and refused 
to pay the rest. Magufre thereupon 
secured the services of Attorney Wil- 
liam Crawford, to whom he pail «fee 
of $5 to sue Hickson. The trial was 
to come off in Justice James's court 
last Saturday. Maguire left his work 
at Hollywood and’ came to town to 
attend court. He called at his law- 


yer’s office, and was told he had gone 


to San Gabriel. He waited around gll 
day for his suit to be tried, but noth- 
ing came of it. He came to the con- 
clusion that his lawyer had played 
him false, and this so incensed him 
that he resolved to get even with 
Hickson in another manner. 

Securing two candles, Maguire fast- 
ened them to a stick last Saturday 
night and started a little torchlight 
procession of his own and marcHed 


to Hickson’s saloon, where he  pro- 
ceeded to publicly denounce the sa: 
loon-keeper and the lawyer. Officers 


Matuszkiewiz and Ziegler tried to per- 
suade Maguire to cease his outcry, and 
move on, but he defied them, and con- 
tinued to warn people not to petronize 
Hickson’s saloon or Lawyer Willia‘m 
Crawford. Eventually Officer Ziegler 
sent him to the station. 

After Maguire had told his story in 
court, Attorney Hugh J. Crawford 
rose and explained that he had  at- 
tended to Maguire’s suit in lieu of his 
brother William, and that Justice 
James yesterday entered judgment in 
Maguire's favor. 


Weavers Demand More Pay. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 18. — Af 
amended scale of wages has been de- 
cided upon by the cloth weavers of this 
city and will be presented to the manu- 
facturers during the current week. The 
scale calls for a general increase of 15 
per cent. The weavers announce that 
if their demands are not complied with 
before January 1 a strike will be or- 
dered. About three thousand weavers 
and seven thousand mill hands will be 
affected if this action is taken.

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THE FRUIT-GROWERS. 


ACTION TAKEN AT THE SAN JOSE 
CONVENTION. . 


Bill Drafted Providing for a Fed- 
eral Inspection of Imported Plants 
and Fruits, and Their Quarantine. 


The Jamaican and Other Recent 
Treaties Denounced. 


On the l4th inst. the State convention 
of fruit-growers, in convention at San 
José, took important action looking to 
the protection of the fruit interests of 
the State. The draft of a bill was re- 
ported, providing for a Federal inspec- 
tion of imported plants and fruits) 
and their quarantine. Opposition was 
made to the Jamaican and other treat- 
ies which menace our fruit interests. 
Our Congressional delegation was 
urged to aid in the passage of the bill: 
preventing the adulteration of vine and 
fruit products, and declaration. was 
made in favor of the speedy construc- 
tion of the Nicaragua Canal. 

M. Theodore Kearney of Fresno, 
president and general manager of the 
California Raisin Growers’ Association, 
presented a paper dealing with the 
question of marketing the California 
fruit Crop, dealing particularly with 
the dishonest practices of raisin-pack- 
ers, and showing how their tactics, to- 
Sether with the panic of 1893, and the 
big crop of 1894, brought disaster to 
that industry. Mr. Kearney advanced 
‘the proposition that competent men 
Should be secured to manage the or- 
&anization, even if they do come high 
Which he said: 

“It will all come back : 
Prices. The directors of ‘the 
Growers Association by their business 
judgment compelled the wine men to 
advance the price of the surplus raisin 
érapes that are sold to wineries $3 per 
ton, or secured the growers about 
' $100,000. This year the price of raisins 
Was Increased 114 cents per pound, giv- 


ing an increased profit to the growers | 


$780,000.”’ 

n response to Mr. Kearney’s paper 
A. H. Naftzgér of this city aavnneed 
strong arguments against the employ- 
ment of commission men in the mar- 
keting of the fruit crop, declaring 
that they were “dangerous bedfellows 
for the growers.” 

Extended discussion was had pro and 
con, the convention. finally agreeing 
to print, in pamphlet form, Mr. Kear- 
neysS paper, and Mr. Naftzger’s ad- 
dress. The Committee on Transporta- 
tion submitted the following report, 
which was unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, that this convention voice 
the protest of the fruit-growers of Cal- 
ifornia against the grossly unjust and 
discriminating policy inaugurated and 
forced upon us by the transportation 
companies. 

“Resolved, further, that this con- 
vention, representing all classes of 
fruit-growers, hereby extends sym- 
pathy and every aid in its power to 
the growers of green and citrus fruits, 
who are the direct sufferers under the 
wrongful policy above referred to, and 
we believe that the wronged growers 
should pursue vigorously every lawful 
means within their power to compel 
the correction of the evil, and we 
pledge our earnést support in every 
Buch effort. 

“Resolved, that we disapprove and | 
denounce as unjust and iniquitous the 
existing private car line system to 
which our shipments are farmed out 
by the railroad companies, and to 
which shippers are compelled to pay 
tribute, and we urge the railroad com- 
panies to provide suitable equipment, 
or permit the fruit-growers to do so, 
for all fruit shipments, free from the 
domination of any individual or private 
corporation, and available to all ship- 
“pers on equal terms.” 

Mr. Kearney offered a resolution re- 
specting the treaties now under consid- 
eration seriously affecting California 
. products, which, after an extended pre- 
amble reciting the past policy of the 
,;Republican party, with respect to the 
principles of protection, closed witn 
the following: 

‘Now, therefore, we, the fruit-grow- 
ers of the State of California, in con- 
vention assembled, do, with all due re- 
spect, but firmly and earnestly, call 
upon our Senator and our Representa- 
tives to urge upon our honored Presi- 
dent, and upon Congress, as a matter 
of sound policy, and demand as a.mat- 
ter of common right and justice, that 
no reductions whatever be made, or 
allowed in present tariff 
which will directly or indirectly reduce 
the protection under which we are now/ 
-workjng, and which has brought us all 
and unexampled prosper- 
ty.” 
® After the debate the resolution was 
unanimously adopted. 

__ Another bill was introduced by Mr. 
Kearney reciting well-known facts re- 
‘garding the adulteration of fruit prod- 
Fucts in its preamble, closing with the 
‘following: 

“Resolved, by the fruit-growers of | 
.the State of California, in convention 
‘assembled, that we urgently request 
‘of our Senators and our Representa- | 
‘tives to assist by every means in their 
«power the passage of a bill that can 
be enforced in every State in the Union 
which will promptly put an end to the 
evils herein complained of, and the 
further evil of the sale of any articles 
of food or drink under a false or fraud- 
ulent label.” 

Prof. C. W. Woodworth of Berkeley 


presented some arguments on the mat- 


ter of substituting other insecticides in 
lieu of paris green, and a_ resolution 
was unanimously adopted, which was 
presented by E, Berwick, favoring the 
construction of the Nicaragua Canal. 
Speaking on the subject of insecticides, 
Prof. Woodworth said: 

“A number of States have laws re- 
quiring that paris green contain 50 
per cent. of arsenious oxide. A num- 
ber of compounds have been suggested 
for naris green, and more or less thor- 
oughly tried, and results obtained in 
some instances highly satisfactory. 
The ‘cheapést arsenical home-made 
compounds are arsenate of lead, arse- 
nic and lime, and arsenic, soda and 
me?’ 
: While in session the convention re- 
eeived a dispatch from the Mayor of 
Santa Cruz, tendering the hospitality 
of that city for the convention of 1900.

GREGORY’S BODY FOUND. 
The body of Guy Gregory, a Coro- 
nado merchant, who disappeared from 
his boat while hunting for ducks in the 
upper end of the bay, a week ago Fri- 
day, was found in the bay off National 
City this afternoon.

INTEREST IN MINING.:

NEW BEACON LIGHT. 


The United States lighthouse board 
has issued the following notice to mar- 
iners of the establishment of beacon 
light No. 3% in San Diego Bay: “No- 
tice is hereby given that, on or about 
December 15, 1899, a fixed white lantern 
light will be established on the struc- 
ture recently erected in six feet of 
water (low tide,) on the northwesterly 
side of the channel of San Diego Bay, 
about three-eighths of a mile south- 
easterly from Fisherman's Point, in 
place of the former day beacon marked 
‘B’ on Coast and Geodetie Survey chart 
No. 5106. The focal plane of the light 
will: be twenty-four feet above mean 
high water. The structure consists of 
four piles surmounted by a square 
lamphouse, painted black with ‘3%’ in 
white on each side. Bearings of promi- 
nent objects from the structure, as 
taken from the above named chart are: 
Beacon No. 6 light, ENE, % E; Coro- 
nado Hotel tower, SE. by E. % E.; Bal- 
last Point lighthouse, S 4 W.”
